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The Soviets have repaired the fort on Kuangchinahan (Japanese Swl e$st 
of the Port Arthur harbor entrance channel* The fort is garrisoned by 
approximately one hundred marines who are billeted in 16 wooden-floor ed tents 
west of the road junction at the southeast corner of the east harbor naval 
basin* This fort now mounts three large guns of undetermined caliber* On the 
northeastern slope of Huangchinshan, adjacent to the fort, there are four 
tunneled ammunition dumps, each guarded by two marines who change shifts every 
two hours. Two anti-aircraft guns are set up close to each ammunition dump; 
additional anti-aircraft guns are set up along the top of Huangchinshan. The 
ammunition dumps and gun emplacements are concefilJJi^ by grass, trees and 
camouflaged nets#
